COMMUNISTS IN ITALY 


ATHOLIC ITALY has more than 

two million Communist party 
members, the largest number (along 
with China) outside the Soviet Union, 
ucording to the N. Y. Times of last 
"i November 30. In proportion to the 
Hi general population, Italy’s Commun- 


ists ate more numerous even than in 
the Soviet Union with its party mem- 
bership of 6,000,000. England has only 
#%,000, and the United States, with 
60,000, has by far the smallest num- 
ber of any country this side of the 
‘fon curtain’ in proportion to its total 
population. 

Of particular interest in Italy is the 
fact that even the Communist leaders 
there conform to the laws and ritual 
of the Roman Catholic Church, have 
their marriages blessed by the priest 
ind their children baptized and in- 
sttucted as Catholics. Describing Ita- 
ly’s “Little Moscow,” the Communist- 
tiled town of Genzano only a few 
miles from Rome, Camille M. Cian- 
fatra in the N. Y. Times Magazine of 
last November 23 quotes the parish 

lest of Genzano as telling him that 
Simos Mario Colacchi, the Commun- 
ist Mayor of Genzano, was recently 
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married by him with a solemn church 
ceremony. The priest also told him 
that the wife of the assistant mayor 
and Communist party secretary, Ercole 
de Sanctis, has been helping him to re- 
marry many Communists in church 
who had been married only according 
to civil law. All the marriages in Gen- 
zano from January, 1947, he further 
related, were celebrated in the church 
with the exception of one civil mar- 
riage, and in the year 1946 no one 
from the town was married at the 
City Hall. 


This N. Y. Times’ correspondent in 
Italy, himself an ardent Roman Cath- 
olic, explains this apparent contradic- 
tion between the religious and the po- 
litical faith of Italy's two million 
Communists by pointing out that the 
Roman Catholic religion has been too 
closely identified with their religious 
traditions for Italians to reject it even 
for Communism. Italian Communists 
like the Mayor of Genzano, he says. 
adhere to Communism as something 
that only concerns their bodily wel- 
fare and as “a political means with 
which to attain material things.” He 
concludes that this unquestioning ad- 
herence to the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion is Italy's strongest anti-Com- 
munist bulwark, and is likely to as- 
sure the triumph of the Church over 
Communism in the end. 


Since external conformance to 
Church regulations is sufficient in or- 
der to remain a Roman Catholic in 
good standing, it would be quite easy 
for the Vatican to devise a way to co- 
ordinate that external religious con- 
formance with a Communist econo- 
my. But it would do so only in the 
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event of failure of the Marshall (or 
a ‘martial’) plan to defeat the Com- 
munist attempt to win control of all 
of Europe.

VATICAN EMBASSY ILLEGAL 


HE ‘ILLEGALITY’ of the ap- 
pointment of Myron C. Taylor as 
ambassador to the Vatican is proved 
by the following (in the Christian 
Century of last November 19): 


The Constitution, Art. Il, sec. 2, 
provides: “The President . . . shall 
nominate and by and with the consent 
of the Senate shall appoint ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers and con- 
suls . . .”” Webster’s unabridged dic- 
tionary (p. 835), defines an embassy 
as follows: “1. The function or posi- 
tion of an ambassador; 2. the message, 
charge or business entrusted to an am- 
bassador or envoys; 3. the ambassador 
and his suite; 4. the residence or office 
of an ambassador.” 


Mr. Taylor has the function of an 
ambassador. He has a “message, 
charge and business entrusted” to him. 
He has a suite. He has an official resi- 
dence or office. The United States 
Government therefore has an Ameti- 
can embassy at the Vatican. It is thus 
illegal and unconstitutional.

Annulmeni 

is thus a greater evil than divorce 

since it also decrees that all childre 

of such a marriage are illegitimate. 


The number of cases of annulmeni§ ay 
that reaches the Roman Rota is comgJ. ! 
paratively small, and the impressionfave 
is thus given that, compared to civil dde 
divorces among Protestants, very few} ious 
Roman Catholic marriages end in ‘dé fthe 
vorce. The most recent figures, forg ae 
instance, were revealed in a dispatch§ Gt 
from Rome in the N.Y. Times of lagi wit 
October 31, and were released fi 
Msgr. Andrea Jullien, dean of th 
Rota, in submitting the tribunal’s angi 
nual report to the Pope. “In Italyyf! 
he reported, “during the seventes 
years in which relations between th 
State and Church were regulated § 
the Concordat—from 1929 to 1946- 
out of 5,750,000 marriages pe 
formed, 1,156 or .02 per cent, weft 
annulled.” The number of annub 
ments for the past year was not give 
in this report. 


Such statistics ate very misleadi 
since in the first place they record’ 
very small percentage of the toll 
number of annulments granted § 
the Roman Catholic Church through 
out the world. They are the cass 
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Pibat only reach the tribunal of the 
BRota in Rome, which is the last court 
of appeal, and are the few cases where 
ihe previous decisions of the local dio- 
MK ftesan bishops’ courts are disputed. In 
other words, they are the cases that 
mie either turned down by the local 
eclesiastical courts throughout the 
iworld, or cases where annulments 
Mhave been granted by such courts but 
icrried to Rome by the party to the

A comparison might be made be- 
ween the number of decisions of the

Strictly speaking, it is only 
gymen the Roman Catholic Church 
ind the State are united, as in Italy 
tinder Mussolini, that ecclesiastical 
mnulments have effect in the civil 
law. In other countries they are given 
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independently of the civil law and 
usually after divorce from the civil 
law has been already obtained. There 
is no need to bring before the Rota 
in Rome the countless ordinary cases 
of annulment granted to Catholics in 
the United States every day. Any local 
parish priest can usually find sufficient 
reason for such an annulment. He 
does so usually to make valid a sec- 
ond marriage in the Roman Catholic 
Church to persons already divorced. 
If the first marriage was between two 
Roman Catholics, he has several rea- 
sons to fall back upon to have it an- 
nulled—for instance, if they were not 
properly married by a Catholic priest, 
or if some defect can be attested to in 
the matter of consent. If one of the 
parties to the previous marriage was 
a Protestant or a non-Christian, then 
it is easier still to find a defect that, 
in the eyes of the Catholic Church, 
proves that there was never a true 
marriage from the beginning. 


Thus, only in rare instances are 
cases of annulment brought before the 
Roman Rota; usually 1) those that 
involve inheritance and property 
rights (in countries where the civil 
law upholds the stipulations of 
Roman canon law on marriages), or 
2) those that require recognition by 
the Roman Catholic Church of a sec- 
ond marriage in proper Roman Cath- 
olic form. Since the sole reason for 
decrees of annulment, whether in 
civil or Roman ecclesiastical courts, is 
to clear the way for a second marriage 
while the former spouse is living, of- 
ficial decision regarding inheritance 
and property rights must be secured 
in the first instance, and permission to 
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marry a second time with the consent 
of the Church in the second. 


There is scarcely ever need to bring 
a case of annulment from the United 
States to the Roman Rota because of 
disputed property rights, since United 
States law does not recognize the find- 
ings of either a local bishop’s court

Aye, the ‘Most Rever 
end” gentlemen must fight together 
hang together. The thorn sorely piercing 
hierarchical omnipotence and omnist 
ence is the too patent fact that the hie 
archy’s hearty endorsement of the wat 
mongers’ glowing promises of a bette 
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post-war world and its own glorious 
prophecies of universal felicity, justice 
and peace have utterly failed to material- 
ize. And so the august fathers put their 
mitered heads together and discovered 
“Secularism’’ to be the answer for the 
failure.

THE STRUGGLE FOR POWE

RGANIZED RELIGION has al- 
ways placed a weapon of tre- 
mendous power in the hands of men. 
For the organization that possesses a 
monopoly over religion in any country 
or civilization is in a position to grasp 
supreme control over all other phases 
of life. This comes from the fact that 
such an organization secures a grip 
over the souls of men. It is thus in a 
position to exercise much greater con- 
trol than any political organization. 
For politics concerns only the things 
of the body in this world. Religion 
concerns what men fear most of all, 
namely, what will happen to them be- 
yond the grave. All power is built on 
fear, and the fear of eternal punish- 
ment after death is a much greater 
fear than any that springs from uncer- 
tainty about the mere passing things 
of this present life. 

The hope for future survival is in- 
gtained in all men, and there are very 
few that can completely get rid of be- 
lief in a God that rewards and pun- 
ishes in another life. It has been said 
that mankind is “‘incurably religious,” 
and even Voltaire was forced to admit 
in the end if there were no God it

So ingrained was this hopelessness and 
fear for the thousands of years before 
Christ, that it is easy to understand 
why it is so difficult now for mos 
people to believe the “good news” of 

full and complete salvation through 
Christ’s finished work. At least it is 
easy to understand why it was not dif- 
ficult for organized religion, even af 

ter that Saviour had come, again © hy 
convince most people that such a full 

and complete salvation is not possible. 
The Roman Catholic Church solemnly 
anathematizes all who dare to believe 
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that complete salvation is had by 
Christ’s one sacrifice on Calvary with- 
out further suffering and expiation for 

pisin in the fires of purgatory after 
death. 


Thus even Christians in the Roman 
Catholic Church to this day live in 
ggconstant fear of not one, but two kinds 
gist possible punishment after death— 
of tither forever in hell, or for cycles of 
dernity in purgatory.

The power that springs from the 
tar of unlimited suffering in the 
talm beyond the grave, is thus much 
geater than the control exercised by 
hose whose power is built on the fear 
if the loss of merely material goods 
a this world. Fear of poverty and

kath. Most people would give up 
werything on this earth, even life it- 
elf, if convinced that this is necessary 
assure them salvation in the next 
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life. 


The power generated by this fear 
about sin and salvation lasts as long— 
but only as long—as men are kept 
from the knowledge that there is a 
power above religious hierarchies that 
can save them completely and to the 
uttermost after one life on earth. 


THE ROMAN CATHOLIC HIERARCHY 


The Roman Catholic Church is the 
inheritor of the ancient hierarchical 
systems of religion which attained and 
sustained power over the masses of 
mankind by playing upon this guilt 
consciousness.and fear of other lives 
of excruciating suffering after death 
More precisely than any of these an- 
cient hierarchies, it has formulated its 
position of superior relationship to 
the political and civil governments of 
the world. It claims supremacy over 
all that concerns sin and salvation. 
leaving to the secular forces a second- 
arty position of power over all that 
concerns mere human working. Pope 
Leo XIII, for instance, in his encycli- 
cal on The Christian Constitution of 
States, puts it down pat as follows: 

“The Almighty has appointed the 
charge of the human race between two 
powers, the ecclesiastical and the civil. 
the one being set over the divine, the 
other over human things. Each in its 
kind is supreme, each has fixed limits in 
which it is contained, limits which are 
defined by the nature and special object 
of the province of each, so that there 
is, we may say, an orbit traced out within 
which the action of each is brought into 
play by its own native right. 


“But inasmuch as each of these two 
powers has authority over the same sub-

jects, and as it might come to pass that 
one and the same thing—related differ- 
ently but still remaining one and the 
same thing—might belong to the juris- 
diction and determination of both, there- 
fore, God, who forsees all things, and 
who is the author of all these powers, 
has marked out the course of each in 
right correlation to the other.” 


The Catholic Encyclopedia (Vol. 
XIV, p. 251 ¢, d.) states the official 
teaching of the Catholic Church as to 
the superiority of the Church over the 
State as follows: 

“In case of direct contradiction be- 
tween these two powers, making it im- 
possible for both jurisdictions to be ex- 
ercised, the jurisdiction of the Church 


prevails, and that of the State is ex- 
cluded.” 


ONE CHURCH, ONE WORLD 


The ultimate aim of the Roman 
Catholic Church is to have only one 
Church (the Roman Catholic) in one 
world — which must recognize that 
Church as the only one having the 
tight to exist and propagate itself. 
This aim is as old as its Canon Law 
which claims for the Church of Rome 
sole and exclusive rights for the teach- 
ing of its religion, all others being 
condemned as “heresies” and disrup- 
* tive of God’s law which commands 
that there be only one kind of relig- 
ious worship, one set of doctrinal be- 
liefs, one moral code and only one 
power to govern that Church. In an 
authoritative booklet entitled Free- 
dom of Worship, officially endorsed 
by the imprimatur of Cardinal Spell- 
man and his board of censors, the 
Rev. Francis J. Connell, puts it suc- 
cinctly as follows: 
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“The Catholic Church is the only orga 
ization authorized by God to teach 
ligious truth and to conduct pub 
religious worship ... The very exi 
tence of any other church is opposed 
to the command of Christ that all me 
should join His one Church. As far a 
God’s law is concerned, no one has 4 
real right to accept any religion say 
the Catholic religion, or to practice any 
form of divine worship save that 
manded or sanctioned by the Catholi 
Church.” 
The Catholic Encyclopedia (Vol 
XIV, p. 765), would make this setup 
of religion in the world as unchange 
able as a mathematical axiom: “Jui 
as there can be no alternative mult 
plication tables,” it says, “so there can 
be but a single religion, which, by the 
very fact of its existence, protest 
against all other religions as false.” 
Pope Leo XIII (in his encyclical on 
Human Liberty) again falls back on 
God to support his conclusion that it 
would be unlawful for any civil power 
to grant to its subjects freedom of te 
ligion and the other freedoms that go 
with it: “From what has been said i 
follows that it is in no way lawful ta 
demand, to defend, or to grant, um 
conditional freedom of thought, of 
speech, of writing, or of religion, a 
if they were so many rights which 
nature has given to man. For if natune 
had really given them, it would be 
lawful to refuse obedience to God, 
and there would be no restraint to hw 


man liberty.” 

This claim of the Roman Catholic 
Church to sole and exclusive power 
over the souls of all men flows from 
the identification of its head with God 
Almighty Himself.""We hold on earth 
the place of Almighty God,” this same 
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Pope Leo XIII boldly asserted. If this 
is so, then there can be no freedom 
of thought, speech or worship apart 
from what this Church decrees. The 
circle of power is thus complete. For 
this Church, although it cannot guar- 
antee complete salvation after death 
to those who faithfully obey all its 
dictates, is specific in claiming to have 
the power of condemning for ever to 
hell the souls of those who refuse to 
obey these dictates. All others it con- 
demns to purgatory for an indefinite 
petiod of suffering and expiation. 


THE PRICE OF POWER 


In order to attain and sustain this 
power, the Catholic Church has been 
forced into the historic dilemma that 
faces all organizations that have pro- 
fessed exclusive right to dispense the 


gtace of salvation to the souls of men 
according to its laws. That dilemma 
consists of the disastrous situation in 
which the Roman Catholic Church ul- 
timately finds itself. On the one hand, 
it is triumphant as a controlling power 
in the world; on the other hand, it finds 
that in order to attain and sustain this 
power it has had to destroy the ver) 
message of salvation its organization 
was established to preach. \t has suc- 
ceeded in dominating the world, and 
is therefore dominated by the world. 
It cannot preach the message of a com- 
plete salvation and deliverance from 
sin and, at the same time, hold on to 
its position as universal ruler. This 
very triumph of the Catholic Church 
effectively closes its mouth when it 
comes to a proclamation of the Chris- 
tian Gospel of full salvation and liber- 
ation. It is forced to the very opposite, 
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and has to twist the Christian doctrine 
of salvation around to the actual de- 
nial of it. For to preach such a doc- 
trine would destroy its power as an 
organization. 


Jesus Christ foretold this when he 
said: “Many will say to me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 
sied in thy name? and in thy name 
cast out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that work 
imiquity.” (Matt. 7:22, 23.) 

This paradox of the Catholic Church 
makes it almost impossible for the 
American mind to understand its pur- 
pose and activities. On the one hand, 
many praise it for its wonderful ‘adap- 
tability’ to changing social and econ- 
omic conditions in the world around 
it. On the other hand, its very triumph 
in thus adapting itself to the things of 
the world condemns it in the eyes of 
others as the base betrayer of the 
message of Christian salvation. Jesus 
Christ made persecution and reviling 
by the world as the mark of His 
Church: “Blessed are ye when men 
shall revile you and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake.” (Matt 
5:11.) 


The adjustment of the Roman ec- 
clesiastical organization to the things 
of the world, in order to sustain its 
power, has to be so flexible that it 
must include contradictory elements 
in both its doctrinal teachings as well 
as in its theoretical pronouncements 
on such matters as social and econo- 
mic welfare. So flexible and unethical 
are these adjustments that it could as 
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well baptize Marx in our day, in or- 
der to thrive in and control a Commu- 
nistic world, as it baptized Aristotle in 
order to thrive in and dominate the 
feudal world of the Middle Ages. To 


this many attribute the “greatness’’ of 
Catholicism as a movement. Viewed 
from this point, Dr. Sidney Hook 
shrewdly analyzes the position of the 
Catholic Church as follows:

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“The greatness of Catholicism as a 
movement, leaving aside the historical 
reasons for its varying fortunes, consists 
in its theoretical adaptability and practi- 
cal resourcefulness. The extent of its 
theoretical adaptability may be gauged 
by the fact that in its struggles against 
other forms of totalitarianism, it some- 
times assumes the vestment of ideologi- 
cal liberalism even though its authorita- 
tive spokesmen have on occasions held 
that the logical consequences of doctrin- 
al liberalism is Bolshevism. Despite Jef- 
ferson’s outspoken Deism, Catholic writ-

ers insist that his inspiration was Thom- 
ist. And if we are to judge by the writ- 
ings of the outspoken apologists of 
Catholicism in Europe and America, 
they are just as ready, if necessity arise, 
to baptize Marx as they once baptized 
Aristotle.” 


In other words, the Roman Catholic 
Church fails as a Christian establish- 
ment because it insists on attaining

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two contradictory positions: as teach- 
er of salvation by Christ and domina- 
tor of social and political organiza- 
tions. It tries to make itself a compre- 
hensive and unifying force embracing 
everything connected with the life of 
mankind. Its primary objective, there- 
fore, is to fit itself into every change 
that comes about in the social, eco- 
nomic and political life of men. To do 
so it is forced to sacrifice its religious 
message. What social scientists are 
pleased to call the Catholic Church’s 
“adaptability” is in reality its betrayal 
of the Christian message of salvation. 
This betrayal happens in this way: 


THE BETRAYAL 


It so happens that the very essence 
of the Christian teaching of salvation 
consists in complete redemption from 
sin and its consequences in the life 
after death. It makes unnecessary 
other lives of suffering and expiation 
for sin after this life on earth. As a 
consequence, it destroys the need of a 
priesthood to offer sacrifices in order 
to appease the anger of God against 
those already passed beyond the 
gtave. It also takes away the necessity 
of a sacrificial priesthood to appease 
God for the sins of men still living 
on the earth. These two needs are pro- 
vided for by the one offering of Jesus 
Christ upon Calvary. “For by one of- 
fering he hath perfected for ever them 
that are sanctified.” (Heb. 10:14.) 


It can be immediately seen that if 
there is no longer need for an inter- 
mediary caste of priests in whose 
hands rests the exclusive power of be- 
ing able to offer up sacrifices of atone- 
ment for the sins of men here and 
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hereafter, the religious organization 
that would teach that doctrine could 
not arrogate to itself a dominating in 
fluence over the life of men on earth 
and in other lives beyond the grave. 
The power and glory would redound 
to Christ. As a consequence, those 
who would preach it would be forced bec 
to reject any prestige or power coming - 
to themselves because of it. Their on- 
ly office would be to make known that 
not to them, but to God in Christ al] 
such power should be accredited. It 
would be an organization therefore 
with a duty actually to protect itself 
from being falsely endowed with am 
such power. Its only business would be 
to see that sufficient freedom is allow. 
ed to all men to get to know this faa 
of complete salvation, and to insist 
with all men that they have a right to 
make sure that that power, which be 
longs to God alone, is mot given to 
those who teach that kind of religion. 


It would seem almost foolish to ex- 
pect that any religious organization 
would act and teach in this way. For it 
is against human nature for anyone to 
preach and proclaim a message that 
lessens his own power in the eyes of 
those who hear him. This is especially 
so in the field of religion, which has 
always been used, from the beginning 
of history, as a weapon of economic 
and political power by religious hier 
archies over the masses of mankind. 

Yet the apostles and early Chris 
tians taught their doctrine in this as 
tounding way. As a result they suc 
ceeded in building up a spiritual pow- 
er in the people but lost out them 
selves as a power in the material 
world. They sacrificed everything in 
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fact, even their lives, in the attempt. 
Then came the power-seekers of the 
Church of Rome who, to attain eco- 
nomic and political power, aligned 
the Christian Church with the power 
of the Roman Empire under Constan- 
tine. From a persecuted Church, it 
became an ecclesiastical monopoly and 
itself a persecuting Church, the perse- 
cutor of all others 1) who would dare 
to set themselves up in competition 
with it for universal dominion; and 
2) who try to preach the true Chris- 
tian doctrine that salvation in and by 
Christ must increase spiritual power 
but lessen and even totally destroy 
economic and political tyranny in men 
or groups of men, in Church and State. 
In place of Christianizing the world 
it paganized Christianity by allowing 
the Church to become secularized. It 
not only accommodated itself to the 
world but allowed itself to be swal- 
lowed up by the world. It not only 
adopted secular methods, but also in- 
vaded secular interests. In the end its 
teligious functions became just an- 
other weapon to sustain its power in 
mundane things. 


The covering excuse made to this 
day for this betrayal is that the Chris- 
tian Church had to dominate the 
world in order to bring the Christian 
message to mankind. Therefore, it had 
to make room within itself for the 
conditions and values of the world. It 
even adopted slavery, and in the end, 
toward the close of the 12th century 
when it emerged as complete ruler of 
the Western World, appeared as the 
embodiment of feudalism. “My king- 
dom,” Jesus warned, “is not of this 
world.” 
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There has always been opposition 
to this betrayal by the Roman Catho- 
lic Church of the true Christian 
Church idea. Groups called “sects” re- 
belled against the denial of the spir- 
itual message and withdrew from the 
corrupt body of the established 
Church. These groups reverted as 
much as possible to the apostolic form 
of the Christian Church in early Chris- 
tian times. Their main emphasis, of 
course, was on the reassertion of the 
pure spiritual doctrine. But their with- 
drawal was also motivated to a great 
extent by the distorted and corrupt 
relationship of religious life in the 
Church to the cultural and political 
conditions that prevailed around it. 

These rebellious sects regarded 
Christianity as the early Christians 
did, not as a program of social reform 
or as a system of world power, but as 
a radical force equalizing all men in 
the sight of God. To them it was 
rather a summons to prepare for the 
coming of the Kingdom of God 
among men. This was to take place 
in a purely religious fellowship of 
love, with an earnest endeavor to con- 
quer self and cultivate the Christian 
virtues.” The reassertion of true Chris- 
tian teaching by these sects acted also 
as a cleansing process in secular life. 
By their thrift, clean morals and in- 
dustriousness they made their com- 


munities prosperous and they, in turn, 
thus gained worldly influence. 

It was Thomas Aquinas who set the 
Roman Catholic Church in the mould 
in which it still tries to contain itself, 
in spite of the Protestant Reformation

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and modern economic, scientific and 
technological advancement. Dr. Yin- 
ger, in the work above quoted, calls 
Thomism a “masterpiece of reconcili- 
ation.” The system he engineered to 
sustain the structure of the Church 
which had then, in the early 13th cen- 
tury, reached the apex of its power as 
dominator of the world, was attacked 
over and over again by the rise of 
sect tendencies from within it. As Yin- 
ger says: “The Catholic Church’s all- 
inclusive system inevitably involved 
contradictions; it could not conquer 
the material aspects of life by encom- 
passing them. The harmony of the ec- 
clesiastical system could be maintain- 
ed only by constant appeal to the di- 
vine authority of the papacy, which 
continually reconciled the failings of 
society by appeal to the idea of rela- 
tive natural law. More and more the 
Church became a secular power.” He 
further quotes R. H. Tawney (Relig- 
ion and the Rise of Capitalism): “It 
[the Catholic Church} was inevitably 
diluted by the mass which it absorb- 
ed.” It became implicated to the hilt 
in the economic system, especially on 
the side of land tenure. Since the 
Church itself was the greatest of land- 
owners, it was out of the question that 
it should have quarrelled with the 
feudal system. 


Christianity is a religion of love and 
liberation from sin, and can be used to 
build up an ecclesiastical power sys- 
tem only by frustrating its new mes- 


sage of salvation and turning it into 
a religion of fear similar to pre-Chris- 
tian and pagan religions. And this can 
be accomplished only by “turning the 
truth of God into a lie.” It calls for 
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resistance to the temptation, ever pres 
ent, of selling power over souls for 
power and prestige in secular matters, 
Protestantism as well as Roman Ca 
tholicism is also faced continually 
with this temptation to water down 
the Christian message in order to in- 
crease its influence in worldly affairs. 
It, too, is in constant danger of using 
expedient means to ally itself with po- 
litical and vested interests. 


This dilemma in which the Roman 
Catholic Church has been completely 
trapped may be seen in other institu- 
tions of the world. Communist ideol- 
ogy, for instance, preaches and prom 
ises complete liberation of all men 
from tyrannical power, even to the ex- 
tent that all State power eventually 
shall ‘“‘wither away.” Yet in attempt 
ing to attain this ideal, it sets up a 
completely totalitarian State without 
a trace of individual freedom. Even 
our American democracy, according to 
some observers, is at present in danger 
of losing at home the freedoms which 
it is preaching to and spending billions 
to force on the nations of Europe. 

All of which is part of the ‘mystery 
of iniquity’ inherent in the corrupt na 
ture of man, and that turns to evil 
the working-out of every ideal of 
good. Its most tragic results are seen 
in the frustration of God’s plan for 
man’s salvation through Christ, when 
it is taken over and used as an instr 
ment of human power by a sacrificial 
priesthood. No where is it seen at ; 
worst than in the betrayal of the m 
sage of the Christian Gospel by the 
Church of Rome.

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taken place in the Roman Catholic 
Church will be told in the next article 
of this series under the title: “The 
Great Betrayal.”

BAVARIA 


iene AMERICAN Military Gov- 
ernment in Catholic Bavaria, un- 
der General Lucius D. Clay, is having 
a difficult time in setting up a demo- 
cratic system of education in opposi- 
tion to Catholic Church leaders there. 
The school reform plan insisted upon 
by the Bavarian Ministry of Educa- 
tion, according to a N. Y. Times’ re- 
port of last November 28, would re- 
establish ‘‘the old aristocratic structure 
of the Prussian system of 1911.” The 
Bavarians have “disregarded every 
principle laid down by General Lucius 
D. Clay,” the report adds. Behind this 
plan is Minister of Education, Dr. 
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Alois Hundhammer, an ardent, dyed- 
in-the-wool Catholic. 


The Americans want to do away 
with the old Catholic “caste” or dou 
ble-track system of education.

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» IN HUNGARY a movement is on foot 
to establish a National Catholic Church 
independent of Rome, according to the 
Catholic ‘Register’ of last September 7. 
Its aim is to abolish Latin as the language 
of the Mass and to allow all priests to 
marry. Hungary has always been a pre- 
dominantly Roman Catholic country. 


> NOW that the Philippines are inde- 
pendent of the U.S.A., negotiations have 
begun to establish diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican. President Manuel Roxas 
is greatly in favor of the move, claiming 
that “ours is the only Christian nation in 
the Far East, with a population 90 per cent 
Catholic,” according to the Catholic Regis- 
ter of last November 23.

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ROME NEVER CHANGES

AAANY TODAY are being de- 

ceived by the Roman Catholic 
Church’s feigned love of liberalism 
and democracy. They forget that it 
was this ecclesiastical organization 
that spawned Mussolini, Hitler, Fran- 
co, Salazar, Pétain and Tiso.

Surely, in ,this case, the 
pretence of governing in the mon 
arch’s name does not excuse, but ag 
gravates the rebellion. It lessens great 
ly, it is true, the guilt of the deceived 
subjects, but increases, in the same 
proportion, the crime of their deceiv.

there is made a conversion of the whole 
substance of the bread into the body and 
of the whole substance of the wine into 
the blood, which conversion the Catho- 
lic Church calls transubstantiation. 


“7. I confess also, that under either 
kind alone, whole and entire, Christ and 
a true sacrament are received. 


“8. I constantly hold that there is a 
purgatory and that the souls detained 
therein are helped by the suffrages of the 
faithful.

“9, Likewise that the saints reigning 
together with Christ are to be honoured 
and incovated; that they offer prayers 
to God for us; and that their relics are 
to be venerated. 


“10. I most firmly assert that the 
images of Christ and of the mother of 
God ever virgin and also of the other 
saints, are to be had and retained and 
that honour and veneration are to be 
given them. 


“11. I also affirm that the power of 
indulgences was left by Christ in the 
Church and that the use of them is most 
wholesome to Christian people.

a BOTTOM would completely 
fall out of the grandiose structure 
of the Roman Catholic Church if its 
priests began to preach the sufficiency 
of Christ’s one sacrifice on Calvary, 
thereby making pugatory unnecessary. 
By doing so, they would be following 
Martin Luther’s reassertion of the 
true Gospel teaching of salvation and 
would thus turn themselves into good 
Evangelical Lutheran pastors. 
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At all costs, therefore, purgatory 
must be retained, even though it 
makes a mockery of Calvary. The dis- 
tinction between mortal and venial 
sin must be upheld, so that, even after 
mortal sin is forgiven in confession, 
wn indefinite amount of temporal 
punishment be left over to be suffered 
after death. Everyone who dares to be- 
lieve he is fully justified by faith in the 
finished work of Christ on Calvary, is 
anathematized (cursed) solemnly by 
the decrees of the Council of Trent.

Q. Did Luther believe in Purgatory? 


Conway in “Question Box,” 
says, ‘“‘Luther’s false theory of justifi- 
cation by faith alone led him to deny 
the distinction between mortal and 
venial sin, the fact of temporal pun- 
ishment, the necessity of good works, 
the efficacy of indulgences, and the 
usefulness of prayers for the dead.

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imputing His own justice to the still 
sinful man, it would indeed be useless 
to pray for the dead that they be loosed 
from their sins. Luther’s denial of Pur- 
gatory implied either the cruel doc- 
trine that the greater number of even 
devout Christians were lost, which ac- 
counts in some measure for the modern 
denial of eternal punishment, or the 
unwarranted assumption that God by 
‘some sudden, magical change’ purifies 
the soul at the instant of death.” 
Protestant prayers for the dead, if ever 
they pray for the dead, are a waste of 
time and are meaningless unless they 
admit a Purgatory. 


Purgatory is thus the central point 
of difference between the doctrine of 
salvation as preached by the Roman 
Catholic Church and Protestantism. 
If sustained, it turns back the clock 
and leaves mankind in the same un- 
saved state.in which it was before 
the coming of Christ. Rejected, as it 
was by Luther and his associates at 
the time of the Reformation, as out 
of place in the Christian dispensation 
and a denial of the finished work of 
Christ on Calvary, it makes daily sac- 
rifices by other priests unnecessary 
and frees men from the pagan teach- 
ing that punishment for sin must ac- 
company us to the grave, that other 
lives of suffering and expiation for 
sin are necessary after we die. (Heb. 
10:19) To be a true Christian, one 
must fully repudiate this and believe 
in justification by grace through faith. 


The practical aspect of purgatory, 
as far as the financial profit to the 
Church that teaches it is concerned, 
is no small consideration. Since the 
countless dead in purgatory can only 
be helped by the prayers and sacrifices 
of priests and people on earth—for 
which a price is paid—the Roman 
Catholic Church is sure of substantial 
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revenue at all times from both the 
living and the dead.

OF PARTICULAR INTEREST in this 
work by Dr. Murk is his documented 
proof that all the Christian Churches, Ro- 
man Catholic, Greek Orthodox and Protes- 
tant alike, admit that baptism by immersion 
was the practice of the ancient Christian 
Church; furthermore; that all of them also 
admit, even those that practice sprinkling, 
that baptism by immersion is acceptable. 
He shows this from the writings of Martin 
Luther, John Calvin, John Wesley, and the 
early Protestant Episcopal Prayer Book. He 
quotes the Catholic Encyclopedia to prove 
that Baptism by immersion was the prac- 
tice up till as late as the twelfth century.
